Mormugao Port Employees (Grant of Advances for 
Purchase of Conveyance) Amendment Regulations, 

19(93 

In exercise of the powers conferred by the Section 
28 read with Sec. 124(1) & (2) of Major Port Trusts 
Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the Board of Trustees for 
the Port of Mormugao hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Mormugao Port Emp¬ 
loyees (Grant of Advance for Purchase of Convey¬ 
ance) Regulations, 1969 viz : 

(i) Short Title : These regulations may be called 
the Marmugao Port Employees (Grant of 
Advance for Purchase of Conveyance) 
(First Amendment) Regs., 1993. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date on 
which approval of the Central Govt. is 
published in the Gazette of India. 

1. Amendment to Reg. 17 : Replace Reg. I 7 as 
under : 

Reg. 17 : Conditions of eligibility. 

17(1): An employee may be graned an advance for 
the purchase of Motor Car, Motor cycle, Scooter or 
'bicycle. 

(a) Motor Car : The officers drawing basic pay 

of Rs. 3,500 per month or more (including 
Non Practising Allowance) are eligible for 
grant of advance for purchase of Motor Car. 
However, this may be relaxed by sanctioning 
authority in deserving cases. 

(b) Motor Cycle or Scooter ; The employees 

di awing basic pay including Non pracisiug 
allowance of Rs, 1,500 per month or more 
are eligible for grant of advance for *"ur- 
chase of motor cycle or scooter. However, 
this may be relaxed by sanctioning authority, 
in deserving oasw. 
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(i) If the authority competent to sanction hie 
advance is satisfied that the employee has 
the capacity to repay the advance. 

Note : An advance for the purchase of conveyance 
shall not be granted to an employee who 
has already purchased the conveyance and 
paid for it, unless the conveyance has been 
purchased within a period of three months 
commencing from the date, the advance was 
applied for, and has been paid for by raising 
a temporary loan. 


(c) Bicycle : The employees whose basic pay plus 
stagnation increment does not exceed 
Rs. 1,750 per month, are eligible for grant 
of advance for purchase of cycle. An 
employee may be granted an advance for 
the purchase of bicycle if the authority com¬ 
petent to sanction advance is satisfied tfyat 
the possession of a bicycle will add to the 
efficiency of the employee. 

2. Amendment to Reg. 21 : Replace the existing 
Regulation 21 by the following : 

Reg. 21 : Amount of Advance : The total amount 
of advance which may be granted to an employee for 
the purchase of a motor car shall not exceed; 

(i.) When the employee is granted an advance for 
the first time for the purchase of motor car 
Rs. 80,000 or sixteen months basic nay 
plus non practising allowance or the price 
of the motor gar to be purchased, which¬ 
ever is the least. 

(ii) On second (subsequent occasion, restricted to 
Rs. 75,000 or sixteen months basic pay 
plus non practising allowance or the price 
of the car to be purchased, whichever is 
the least.. 

(a) Second (subsequent advance for purchase of 

a different vehicle, is admissible without 
selling the previous vehicle, but the bal¬ 
ance of the previous advance with interest 
should be repaid in full. 

(b) Second or every subsequent advance for 
the purchase of motor car will be admi¬ 
ssible only after four years from the date 
of drawal of the earlier advance, this 
condition will not apply; 

fi) If the preceding advance was for motor 
cycle and the second advance is for a 
motor car, 

(ii) When an employee disposes of his motor 

car in India prior to deputation (training 
abroad lasting for more than a year 
and returns to India without a car. 

(iii) When an employee is appointed to a te¬ 

gular post abroad and does not take 
his car alongwith him. 


Note 1 ; Advance for paying Customs duty : An 
employee who is holding a regular "ost 
abroad for a period exceeding one year ana 
who is otherwise eligible for the grant of 
motor car advance may be granted an ad¬ 
vance in two instalments—first at the time 
of purchase of the car and second at the 
time of payment of customs duty when the 
car is brought to Tndia on completion of his 
tenure. The quantum of advance will be 
as per para 2 above. 

Note 2 : If an employee who has not availed motor 
car advance earlier brings a car alongwith 
him,, he may be granted advance in one 
lumpsum for payment of customs duty 
levied on the car. The quantum will be 
Rs, 80,000 or sixteen months basic pay plus 
Non Practising Allowance or the actual cus¬ 
tom duty whichever is the least. 

Note 3 : Application for advance for the purchase 
of a motor car or motor cycle or motor 
scooter should be submitted to the sanction¬ 
ing authority in Form, ‘C’ appended to these 
Regulations. 

Note 4 : When the higher limit mentioned in Regu¬ 
lation 21(i) is availed of, the employee con¬ 
cerned should furnish a certificate to the 
effect that he has not drawn any advance 
earlier for the purchase of a conveyance of 
the same type. The sanctioning authoriy 
should also verify the corrections of the 
certificate. 

3. Recovery of advance : Delete the existing Reg. 
23 of principal Regulation 1969 and replace by thS 
following : 

(a) Motor Car : In not more than 200 equal 

monthly instalments. The employee may 
at his option repay more than one instal¬ 
ment in a month. 

(b) Motor Cycle or Scooter ; In not more than 

70 equal monthly instalments. 

(c) Cycle Advance : In not more than 30 equal 

monthly instalments. 

4, In Reg. 32 of the principal regulation delete th» 

existing Regulation 23 and substitute with' 
the following : 

Motor cycle|Scooter|Moped Advance : 

Amount ; On the first occasion restricted to 
Rs. 13,000 or 8 months basic pay (plus Non Practis¬ 
ing Allowance) or anticipated price, whichever is the 
least. 

On second|subsequent occasion restricted to 
Rs. 10,000 or 6 months basic pay (plus Non Practis¬ 
ing Allowance) or the price of motor cycle (scooter to 
be purchased, whichever is the least. 
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Second! subsequent advance for the purchase of the 
different vehicle, is admissible without selling the vehi¬ 
cle, previously purchased with advance from Board 
but the balance of the previous advance with interest 
should be repaid in full. 

Second | subsequent advance for the purchase of the 
same category of vehicle is not admissible unless 
vehicle purchased earlier with advance is sold. 

5. Amendment to Reg. 33 : Replace the existing 
Reg. 33 of the principal Regulation 1969 by the fol¬ 
lowing : 

Cycle Advance : Amount : Rs. 600 or the anti¬ 
cipated price including sales tax, whichever 
is less. 


Conditions : Should furnish Cash Receipt and par¬ 
ticulars of the cycle within one month of drawing the 
advance. 

Subsequent advance will not ordinarily be admissi¬ 
ble withm 3 years of the first advance. 1 

Cannot be granted to an official under suspension 
and cannot be granted if the cycle has already been 
purchased and paid for, unless it was purchased an# 
paid for by raising temporary loan within 3 months 
from the date the advance was applied for. 

Foot Note : The principal regulations were approved 
vide Ministry’s letter No. 7-PE(14)|67 dated 
21-4-1969 and were subsequently amended 
by GSR No. 278(E) dated 10-3-1987. 
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
